’ EXECUTION OF RANSOM. 

In persuance of the sentence pronounced upon 
James Ransom, for the murier of his wite Sophia, he 
was executed on Saturday mornmg within the prison 
yard at Bellevue 

The revised statutes have left to the Sheriff the 
dimeretionary power of causing the sentence of death 
to be carried into effect either within the prison, or 
the enclosed yard belonging to the prison, or ina more 
public manner, ifhe deems such @ course proper. In 
the present case, the Sheriff very properly adopted 
the course of executing the prisoner within the prison 
yard, in consequence of Unis thet, and the early hour 
fixed for the purpose, the number of spectators present 
was very amall compared with sinular oocasions— 
the whale number of persons present did not mach 
exceed two hundred, including about oae hundred and 
twenty police officers, marshals, and constables. 

The Sher, with his assistants, arrived at the prison 
a few minutes before six o'clock, and hie arrival was 
immediately announced to the convict. He seemed 
watisfied with the promptness of the Sheriff, and on 
seeing hun, expressed a wieh that the “business would 
be - through with as soon as prmible.” 

The gallows was erected near the garden gate, and 
was = constructed as to operate in © manner similar 
to that en which Gibbs was executed—to howt the 
convict up, instead of letting him drop 

As soon as the arrangements were completed, it 
was announced to the prisoner that the tune for his 
execution had arrived: hia demeanor dil agt appear 
to sulfer any change. He asked the Sheriff to give! 
him a glass of wine, a requem which was immediately 
complied with, He then expressed a hope that he 
would “hie ke a man.” The officers in attendance 
were stationed in a line around the gallows with thew 
staves of office in their hands. At lO minutes before 
7 o'clock the prisoner, accompanied by the deputy 
sheriff, the high constable, and three other officers, | 
walked to the gallows, His step was slow but firm,
